DEMONSTRATIONS JVOT 
TO rVFLUENCDE GOVERNOR 


Recently reports of plans of labor 


organizations in Seattle and other 
places to strike May 1 as a demon- 
stration In behalf of Mooney, coupled 
with the receipt o£ many letters and 
telegrams, caused the governor to 
issue the statement, it was announced. 
The governor's statement follows: 
"The Mooney case will have full 


and fair consideration, but in orderly 
fashion. Time as necessary to review 
the evidence and read the briefs. In 
the meantime I shall pay no attention 
•whatever to the organized sending 
of telegrams and letters nor to strikes 
or other demonstrations designed to 
influence me in the matter." 
This is the first statement in which 
the governor has indicated that he 
considered the case as being in his 
hands. In previous statements he had 
declined to make any comment, hold- 
ing that the entire matter was still 
within the jurisdiction of the courts. 
It was pointed out at the governor's 


office that the statement referred only 
to organized propaganda and could 
not be construed as having a_ny rela- 
tion to various communications re- 
garding the case, such as the telegram 
and letter sent to Governor Stephens 
by President "Wilson. 
In recent weeks the number of 


communications received, at the gov- 
ernor's office in which appeals were 
made in behalf of Mooney has been 
steadily increasing, it was said at the 
governor's office.

British Bold in Face of Peril 


LONDON, April 24. — Submarine operations by the Germans will 


be hampered for some time as a result of the successful raids carried 
out against Zeebrugge and Ostend, according to information received 
today from Amsterdam. Zeebragge is the larger and the more im- 
portant of the two bases and has been attacked many times by British 
and French aeroplanes. 


It is reported by the Mail that two destroyers got inside pf the mole 


and blew up the gates of the Bruges canal dock, which tbe Germans 
had been using for submarine purposes. 


This is regarded as one of the most remarkable feats of 'the war, 


as the ships had to come under the fire of German shore batteries 
at close range in addition to avoiding extensive mine fields. 


When the lock of the canal was destroyed, ships broke away from 


their moorings and a considerable number of them were carried out 
to sea. The protecting ships that convoyed the "block fleet'' did much 
damage to the German defensive positions among the sand dunes and 
it is reported that many shore batteries were wiped out completely.

This was the biggest offensive move 


that the British fleet has made since 
the battle of Jutland.

propaganda, for he wrote: "These revolutionary 
ideas are indeed a nectar, the essence of life. Money, 
of course, should be collected here (San Francisco) 
and books purchased, so that the river of revolu- 
tionary thought may continue to flow uninterrupted 
and any stranger may come and slake his thirst for 
modern revolutionary knowledge." Of the Hindiir 
stan Gadar he wrote: 


"Some critics of the Hindustan Gadar are under 


the influence of the material world and they are 
unable to believe that people will work for any 
other aim or that the true self-sacrificing spirit can 
exist. All this work is supported by the Hindu peo- 
ple of the United States and elsewhere outside of 
India. More than two dozen young men are engaged 
in this work without any remuneration except the 
bare necessities of food and lodging. Moreover, 
there are others who are engaged in educational 
work without salary."

COXFIDEKOE IN THE COUETS. 


President Wilson uttered an unassailable truth 


when he wrote to Senator Overman that the pro- 
posed law providing for the trial by military courts- 
martial of persons charged with sedition, treason 
and disiiovaiiy v>ould not conform vitli the Amer- 
ican idea of dispensing justice. It never has been 
the American method and it would be an unfor- 
tunate period in the nation's history if it had to 
be adopted. 


But the reason for holding that administration 


of the laws through military courts is not neces- 
sary is based on the assumption that the civil 
courts, the normal machinery of justice, are ade- 
quate to meet the existing situation. That they 
ought to be equal to the occasion is true; but there 
is abundant ground for doubting that they will be. 


Certainly they are at present far behind the 


Hindu library in San Francisco. And if such a 
library was really collected for the avowed purpose 
of fomenting revolution the duty of the government 
under the law is perfectly plain; it would have to 
be seized and destroyed. 


Throughout Earn Chandra's exhortation is at-

by his duty to order them out of the 
village.

AVAILABLE OIL. 


At tho rre?""t ">tp of production there 


would be available, according to paper 
estimates, 97,000,000 barrels of fuel oil 
during the next year. 
Assuming the 


consumption would remain at the present 
monthly average, it would figure 96,000,- 
000 barrels. This would leave a raargain 
for the twelve months of 1,000,000 bar- 
rels. As a matter of fact, however, con- 
ditions of transportation and production 
are such that the output will, in all 
probability, be much less than 37.000,000 
barrels, while the consumption, by rea- 
son of the increased shipping, will be 
much greater. 
The curtailment of con- 


sumption of 50,000 barrels per day at 
once is said by oil men to be absolutely 
essential if the situation is .to be saved. 


It is expected that within the next few 


days Fuel Administrator Mark Requa, 
through Pacific Administrator Folsom, 
will order the supply of classes 7 to 12 
stopped. 


This order would, it is believed, work 


a great hardship upon many manufac- 
tories, undoubtedly putting some of them 
out of business for the duration of the " 
war.
